What the Secret Was.

It is not many years since flor-
ists, and some truck gardeners,
had what they ealled a “‘secret’’
how to make flowers and garden
vegetable grow like magie. It
was not hard to keep the secret,
because the stuff they used cost
at that time 8§75 to $100 per ton,
and that frightened others so bad
ly that they did not even remem-
ber the name of the fertilizer.
The stufl is now quoted at from
350 to $60 per ton, and a ton of
it will fertilize from ten to fifteen
acres.

The “‘secret,” magic fertilizer
is nothing more than common ni-
trate of soda, and can be had of
any dealer in fertilizer, in 200 1b.
sacks. If your garden is four
rods long by the same width,
forty pounds of it will cover the
whole garden, One cents worth
is enough for several cabbage
plants, as too much will do great
harm. 200 pounds of it put on
an acre of timothy, early in the
spring time, will, in many cases,
double the yield of hay, and be-
sides, the heavy sod that remains
will pay for the cost of the soda,
because of the fine condition in
which it leaves the soil for a corn
erop.

It requires "'nerve’” to put $6
worth of nitrate of soda on a tim-
othy acre, but it is one way to
get rich at farming,

In order to keep the eyes
healthy and clear, it is necessary
to keep them free from possible
infection, and to avoid straining
they by over-work,

handkerchief, As a rule this is
¢ | Mot abgolutely clean. As a result
of its numerous uses it containg
germs which, if introduced into
the eye, are likely to result in a
| more or less serious infection.
¢ When suffering from a cold one
should be particularly eareful.

Rubbing the eves with the un-
washed hands, or the useof a
towel which others have used,
may also result in digease of the
eyes. When the eyves feel hot
| and dry, the outside of the lids
should be bathed with cold wa-
ter. Avoid the use of eve wash-
es unless preseribed and admin-
istered under the direction of a
physician,

.| To avoid straining the eyes
“| when reading, people of normal
.| vision should hold the book fif-
teen or eighteen inches from the
face and on a direet line with the
eves, Never hold a book low,
The strain on the eyes is much
greater when the book is held in
the lap, Those who make a prac-
tice of reading when lying down
should be careful to hold their
book at the proper angle.
Always read by a good light,
and avoid a glare or or any re-
flection from the printed page.
If the light is poor, you wili hold
the book too close to the eyes,
Books printed in fine type should
be avoided, as they cause an un-
necessary strain on the vision,
Defects of sight are often re-
sponsible for headaches and ey-
treme nervousness, The people
who wear glasses should have an
occasional examination by an oe-
ulist to insure themselves against
changes in the vision,

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Story for Farmer Boys.

We have not writtena “‘story”
for farmer boys for several
months, and, for fear they think
we do not think of them any
more, we shall talk to them a
short time this week’ just to
show that there are no hard feel-
ings, "

Boys, do you expect toown the
old farm some day? If vyou do,
our best advice is—plant trees,
Plant the road side in both direc-
tions from the house, both sides
of it. Remember that lumber of
all kinds is getting scarce and
high in price, and if you plant
locust trees for posts, apples,
cherries and other slow-growing
trees now, they will be very val-
uable to you when the farm falls
to you. Perhaps there are stony
corners that cannot be farmed:
but if trees are planted there and
protected from injury, until big
enouggh to take care of them-
selves, each tree will be worth
several dollars to you when you
need lumber for posts or perhaps
for boards. 1f you know of some
nice walnut trees, and can get a
bushel or two of the nuts this
fall, plough a furrow or dig holes
ingide the fence along some lane
and drop the nuts on the bottom

and cover them up, plant them
pretty close so that you can thin

out to regular distances, and be-

cause all will not grow, Plant
from trees that naturally grow

long trunks, Walnut trees grown

from nuts do better than trans-

planted trees, and by the time

you are a middle aged man they

will be worth enormous prices.

Do not let the nuts dry out be-

fore planting. If you cannot

more, made a trip to McConnells-
burg last Thursday, and were in-

terested callers at the News of-

regions of Bedford county,

the patient housewife is m-a-d.
